Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The dispute over patentability of this application 
is over the language "during normal operation of the components", broadly normal operation is when power is applied to the components 
and they are operable. It is understood that in Tury et al. during testing, "main power" is disconnected from the lighting system and the 
testing system is connected. But in performing the test, the internal battery of the testing system provides power to the components, see 
col 4 line 43-65 and figure 4, and thus they would be operational (normal operation). Just because they are powered by a different source 
(then the main power source) does not mean they are not operating normally. In the art, when testing for faults, you would want the sytem 
to be operating normally otherwise faults may be misdiagnosed. 
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
